that are in favor of the bonds should 
make special preparation to cast a 
heavy vote on election day . As vet 
very little organization work, if any 
at all, la s been done in the state in 
order to get out the vote, and be­ 
cause the work has not been done 
there is the possibility that the bonds, 
although favored by more than two- 
thirds of a normal vote, will be de­ 
feated. 
Those interested in the develop­ 
ment of Orange county through the 
construction of good roads today , one 
of the most powerful factors in the 
development of states and counties, 
should not neglect this opportunity to 
throw their full weight into a cam­ 
paign for a heavy vote. 
Orange county stands to gain much 
through 
the passage of 
the bonds. 
One of the most important projects 
contemplated in the plans used as a 
basis for calling the election and to

That means what?

In proportion to its size, popula­ 
tion and assessed valuation, Orange 
county probably will get much more 
out of the $40,000,000 bond issue than 
will any other county of the state. A 
large proportion of the counties will 
not have a dollar ex pended within 
their boundaries. They must be satis­ 
fied with the fact that they will re­ 
ceive a benefit from the development 
of the state as a whole. Orange coun­ 
ty will be benefited not only by the 
development of the state as a whole, 
but specifically by the construction 
of twenty -five miles of a highway that

Where’s Tha t Lea k ? 


Ho p e o f Demo cra ts Lies 
InRep ub lica n Old Gua rd 


In an address delivered before 
the Cambridge, Mass., Republican 
Presidential club, on the evening 
of June 13th, Gifford Plnchot said: 
The Republican party it*, in dan­ 
ger of getting fatally out of touch 
with the times. 
The old guard 
leaders, in a nation whose Ir.rth- 
riglit is progress, whose condition 
is change, and whose movement 
was never more rapidly forward 
than nowr, have undertaken to turn 
back the clock and return to the 
conditions which obtained before 
the w-ar. 
These conditions were 
bad for the many and good for the 
few, and the many do not want to 
return to them. 
The same men who wrecked the 
Republican party before are doing 
their best to wreck it again. The 
reactionary Republican group has 
the same spirit, is made up largely 
of the same individuals, and works 
under the same sinister and cy n­ 
ical leadership today as it did eight 
y ears ago. 
In 1911 and the early 
part of 1912 they laid their heads 
together and decided that the pro­ 
gressive movement was dy ing and 
could safely be disregarded. Vice- 
president Sherman even went upon 
a scouting ex pedition of his own 
through the central west, and upon 
his return reported that the pro­ 
gressive movement was down and 
out. 
Thereupon the reactionaries pro­ 
ceeded to do what they are prepar­ 
ing tjp fepeof today . 
They disre­ 
garded the wishes of the voters, 
even when formally ex pressed at 
the primaries, and destroy ed the 
unity and success of the party in 
the effort to force their orders up­ 
on the mass of Republican voters. 
'l'lie inevitable 
result 
at that 
time differed in only one respect 
from the inevitable result in 1920, 
if the old guard persists in repeat­ 
ing its folly . 
Then it led to Justi­ 
fied revolt against 
the effort of 
the minority to control the major­ 
ity , followed by the splitting of 
the party , defeat, eight y ears of 
Democratic control, and the blight 
of Wilson upon the country . Now 
it threatens defeat with no split 
preceding it. 
No Looking 
Fa cts in Fa ce 
Even after the obstinate blind­ 
ness of this little cliq ue had pro­ 
duced its 
pre-destined 
result in 
19 12, these men could not bring 
themselves to look the facts in the 
face. 
After the progressives had 
withdrawn from 
the Republican 
national convention and had nomi­ 
nated Theodore Roosevelt, one of 
the reactionary leaders said to me: 
“Why , y ou don’t mean to say that 
y ou are going to carry this thing 
through,” and plainly disbelieved 
ray assertion that we were. They 
were blind then, they have learned 
nothing since, and they see no 
better now. 
How far these men have misread 
the signs of the times is almost 
incredible. For instance, during the 
sessions of the Republican nation­ 
al 
committee .in 
Chicago 
last 
March, the man most discussed 
as a candidate for the presidency 
was Jim 
Watson 
of Indiana—a 
candidate who would be little more 
acceptable to the average Repub­ 
lican voter than John D. Rocke­ 
feller or Penrose himself. 
I was 
there, and I know. 
It would be unfair to charge Will 
H. Hay es, the Republican national 
chairman, with responsibility for 
thq reactionary plan for minority 
rule. 
Mr. Hay s made his reputa­ 
tion in politics by recognizing the 
progressive 
group 
in 
Indiana. 
There is every reason to suppose 
he is still of the same mind. 
But 
a chairman is not a dictator, and 
lie alone does not control the sit­ 
uation.

fidence of progressive voters. To 
let a reactionary 
candidate lead 
the party in 1920 is the sure and 
certain way to lose. 
The reactionaries have never 
represented more than an insigni­ 
ficant fraction of the Republican 
voters. Organization, not numbers, 
has alway s been the 
source of 
Their strength. 
The greai unor­ 


ganized body of Republicans have 
never believed in them, even when 
they voted for the policies which 
kept the old guard in power. The 
overwhelming majority is against 
them today . 
In particular the sol­ 
diers, who have returned after de­ 
stroy ing the boss sy stem in Ger­ 
many . are in no humor to submit 
to it at, home, as the straw vote 
on the Antigone so clearly points 
out. 
The Rea ctio na ries 
The reactionaries are enemies 
of the people, for they are owned 
and controlled by the special in­ 
terests which keep the cost of liv­ 
ing high and continually drive it 
higher. 
Crane, Harding, Watson 
and their like, and Penrose, the 
flower of the flock. 
are th e ‘lit­ 
tle 
brothers 
of the 
profiteers. 
They believe in money first, and 
human welfare, if at all, long aft­ 
erward. 
Without 
such 
men as 
these, the great monopolies could 
never have been formed. 
Monop­ 
oly handled by Big Business is the 
fundamental reason for the ex orbi­ 
tant cost of living. 
To make the 
cost of living higher is the reason 
and the purpose of monopoly , anu 
the reactionaries in congress and 
in the legislature of every state 
are the tools Big Business used 
to that end. 
No wonder the peo­ 
ple 
are against them. 
If the reactionaries are to con­ 
trol the party 
this 
y ear, they 
must persuade the voters that two 
pieces of obvious fiction are true. 
The first is that a united front is 
impossible except under reaction­ 
ary control. 
As to that, progres­ 
sive Republicans vote their con­ 
victions — machine 
Republicans 
vote the ticket any how. 
The Re­ 
publican party can be united in 
support of a progressive. 
It can 
not be united in support of a re­ 
actionary . The west will not vote 
for one, even though a majority 
in the east should do so. and this 
is the time to realize it. 
No t Easy to Bea t It 
The second fiction is that the 
Republican party can nominate a 
y ellow dog and still win out. 
As 
to that, whether Wilson is a candi­ 
date himself, as seems probable, 
or whether he runs in the person 
of a proxy , Wilson will not be easy 
to beat. A war won, a peace made 
and a league of nations contrived 
(good, bad or indifferent—most 
probably the last) all this does 
not make a negligible platform to 
run on, even when handicapped by 
the colossal blunders of the Demo­ 
crats in the war. Moreover, what­ 
ever else may be said of him, Wil­ 
son is clever, and the greatest 
living master in making the worse 
appear the better reasop. 
It is difficult or impossible for 
me to imagine any combination of 
circumstances that could 1 induce 
me even to consider voting for the 
autocratic and secretive Wilson— 
about whom the only sure thing is, 
that he will not do what he say s 
or tell what he does.

whom Wilson might select. 
The hope of the Democrats lies 
in the Republican old guard.

They will not let the country for­ 
get, as I pointed out last Decem­ 
ber. tliat the Republican majority 
in both house and senate is under 
reactionary control. 
There is but 
one way to meet and beat the 
Democratic argument—one 
road 
to Republican victory . 
That is to 
nominate as the Repubiean candil- 
date for president a man who em­ 
bodies to the country the Roose­ 
velt progressive Republican poli­ 
cies.
